Grades IX and X pupils have ail 
availed themselves of the Depart¬ 
ment's offer to Students Employed on 
Farms. This offer provides that if 
they work five weeks on a farm dur¬ 
ing April and May, and get a satis¬ 
factory report on their school work 
from their teachers, they will get 
their diplomas without examinations. 
The four pupils in thes two grades are 
likely to obtain tkeir diplomas on this 
plan. 

The pupils who failed to make 30 
per cent in any subject are not doing 
satisfactory work. All pupils in the 
senior grades should spend at least 
two hours daily in home work, and 
should not be in attendance at parties, 
pictures or like on any evening that is 
to be followed by school the next day. 
Pupils who attend amusements on 
other nights except Friday or Satur¬ 
day, almapt invaribly have their 
minds diverted from their school work 
so that it is impossible for teachers 
to get satisfactory work from them. 

Pupils of Grade VII, VIII, IX, X, 
will receive report books this week. 
The Grades VII, and VIII reports will 
contain the above results and the 
Grades IX and X reports will»contain 
the results of an examination now be¬ 
ing conducted to furnish the required 
report to the department, on which 
their diplomas will be granted if it is 
deemed satisfactory. Accompanying 
-each report will be the principles com¬ 
ment, and where marks have been 
poor and a remedy is suggested, it is 
hoped that parents will co-operat^.

pUBLIC NOTICE is hereby given that, by 
the effect of the regulations of the Gover¬ 
nor General of Canada in Council of the 20th 
of April, 1918, and the Proclamation of 4th 
May, 1918, recently published, every male 
British subject resident in Canada, bom on or 
since the 13th of October, 1897, who has 
attained or shall attain the age of 19 years and 
who is unmarried or a widower without children 
must, (unless he is within one of the classes of 
persons mentioned in the schedule of Excep¬ 
tions to the Military Service Act) -report as 
hereinafter directed on or before the 1st day of 
June, 1918, or within ten days after his 19th 
birthday, whichever date shall be the latter. 

Such report must be in writing and must give his 
name in full, the date of his birth and his place of resi¬ 
dence and also his usual post office address. 


The report must be addressed to the Registrar or 
Deputy Registrar under the Military Service Act of the 
Registration District in which he resides (see below) and 
shall be sent by registered post, for which no Canada 
postage is required. 

Young men so reporting will not be placed on active 
service till further notice. They must, however, notify 
the appropriate Registrar or Deputy Registrar of any 
change of residence or address. 

On receipt of the report an identification card will be 
forwarded by the Registrar which will protect the bearer 
from arrest. 

Punctual compliance with these requirements is of 
great importance to those affected. Failure to report 
within the time limited will expose the delinquent to severe 
penalties and will in addition render him liable to 
immediate apprehension for Military Service.

MILITARY SERVICE BRANCH, this 15th day of May, 
1918.

The present conditions of crops in 
the United Kingdom is very promis¬ 
ing, speaking generally, and gives 
reasonable hope of at least an aver¬ 
age year’s yield, according to an in¬ 
terim report published by the direc¬ 
tor-general of food production. 

It is indicated that the total tillage 
area in the United Kingdom for the 
year 1917-18 will be well over four 
milion acres with the highest acreage 
under wheat, barley and oats ever re¬ 
corded in the history of British agri¬ 
culture. 

The acreage under'potatoes will be 
the greatest since 1872. 

Assuming that after deducting feed 
and light corn, the entire wheat and 
barley crop, one-fifth of the oats crop 
i and one-quarter of the potato crop 
could be made available for bread 
flour in case of need, these figures 
mean that the harvest of the United 
Kingdom in 1918 could provide a forty | 
weeks’ supply for the entire popula¬ 
tion at the present scale of consump¬ 
tion and on the existing basis of rat¬ 
ioning. 

Reckoning the tonnage the net sav¬ 
ing in shipping resulting from increas 
ed production of corn and potatoes in 
England and Wales alone should 
amount in the coming year to 1,500,- 
000 tons. 


During the year 1918-19 the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom it is added, will be self- 
supporting in bread stuffs for four- 
fifths of the year as compared with 
one-quarter of the year in 1917-18, 
and only one-fifth of the year in 
1916-17. 


Twelve of a fleet of thirty to forty 
fishing vessels which left Irish ports 
on the night of May 30, were sunk by 
German submarines, says a Belfast 
dispatch to the Daily Telegraph. The 
submarine suddenly appeared ip the 
midst of the fleet and ordered the 
fishermen to take to the boats and 
row ashore. It then sank the vessels 
by shelling them. 

The fisherman say the submarine 
was interrupted in its work and sub¬ 
merged which probably prevented the 
destruction of the entire fleet. 

The fishermen lost all their gear, 
but there were no casualties. 


June 1st, brought in a number of 
new regulations affecting the people 
of Canada. Besides being the last 
late for the registration of young 
men of 19, it was the day when all 
men apparently in Class 1 under the 
Military Service Act must carry pap¬ 
ers showing reasons why they should 
not be in uniform, and these papers 
must be produced at the request of 
any police officer at any time after 
this date, ^ 

This order will affect men from 19 
to 34 years of age, though men who 
may be older or younger .but who ap 
pear to be within the above ages will 
do well to carry birth certificates to 
save themselves inconvenience. 

In the case of unmarried men, cer 
tifleates of exemption will be neces 
?ary.. In case of married men be 
tween 19 and 34 certificates showing 
that they are married will be neces- 
«ry. A marriage certificate, or a 
certificate from two citizens to the 
ffect that the bearer is married will 
suffice. 


According to the order-in-council 
on April 20th every male British bom 
subject bora on or since Oct. 13th, 
1897, who has attained the age of 19 
years must register with the registrar 
of the military district in which he 
resides, and in case of Alberta that 
would be Registrar J. M. Carson of 
Calgary. Registration must be made 
direct to him by registered letter. 

It is believed there are 4000 young 
men of 19 in this province, but it may 
be pointed out that many of these 
have already enlisted. Reports from 
Calgary were that only about 800 of 
the estimated 4000 nineteen-year-old 
men of the province had sent in their 
registration papers giving their name 
in full, date of birth, place of resi¬ 
dence and the usual post office ad¬ 
dress.

7. Grade bull calves, and grade 
boars are not eligible to compete, and 
entries for same must not be accepted. 

8. Exhibitors must feed and care for 
the animals they exhibit for at least 
six Weeks. 

(a) The application form must be 
properly Ailed out and filed with the 
manager of a local branch bank at 
least three weeks before the date oT 
the fair. 

(b) The certificate must be filled 
out by the exhibitor, and filed with the 
secretary not later than the day of 
the competition. If, however, an ex¬ 
hibitor fails to present his certificate 
on the day of the compeUtion, he shall 
be allowed to compete, but any prizze 
he may win shall be withheld until a 
properly filled and signed certificate 
is produced, and said certificate must 
be forthcoming within forty-eight 
hours after the holding of the compe-: 
tition, otherwise his prize money shall 
be forfeited. 

9. In case the winner of a prize is 
subsequently disqualified, each exhibi¬ 
tor below him shall be moved one 
place.

'J ho prayer ought to go up in nil our 
churches in those day-: of horror; for 
prisoners and caDtivrs in Germany 
are be a man-made hell. 

UrRich prisoners are tortured in 
Carman prison camps with fiendish 
ingenuity. They are (logged, herded 
In filthy dens or in holes in the ground. 
They are tied to posts and loft out 
all night in the rain. They are fed on 
rotten food. They are beaten and ill- 
treated at the whim of any bestial 
Prussian under-ofticer. They are 
chronically overworked. They get 
tuberculosis or hunger typhus and die. 
And even their dead bodies are thrown 
into graves amid the jeers of their 
allegedly-civilized foes. 

Many British prisoners who have< 
resented their ill-treatment have been 
shot out of hand. The most petty 
the most gross tyranny is their daily 
fare. 

Britain will avenge them. But 
Britain can do little at present except 
retaliate on German prisoners in her 
power.

I.and in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
oerson at Dominion Lands Agency or 
lub-Agoncy for District. Entry by 
proxy may be made on certain condi¬ 
tions. Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of land in each 
>f three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
nay speure an adjoining quarter sec- 
ion as pre-emption.
